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Or all the chapters in the Rev. Arthur 
Smith’s most valuable book Chinese 
Characteristics, there is none more full 
of useful knowledge than that headed 
“Mutual Suspicion.” Mutual suspicion, 
Mr. Smith says, is by uo means peculiar 
to the Chinese, but is rather a trait 
which they share in common with all 
Orientals ; and he goes on to show to 
what lengths it is carried in China, 
But if the Chinese are suspicious of each 
other, they are still more suspicious of 
foreigners. ‘I'his suspicion is founded a 
good deal on credulity, to which the 
Chinese are very proue, as they are 
singularly insensible of the relative 
value of evidence, and are very little 
aware of the need of it. ‘They find it 
almost impossible to believe that foreign 
missionaries come among them simply 
from benevolent motives, aud they there- 
fore readily believe the infamous stories 
that are told them as to foreigners’ real 
objects in founding hospitals and 
orphanages. This credulity is worked 
on and utilised by such men as Mr. 
Chou Han of Changsha, and it is far 
more widespread than many of us be- 
lieve. Our own servants, though they 
have been with us for years, believe, 
though they may deny the belief when 
questioued, the stories of the taking out 
children’s eyes and hearts by Roman 
Catholic priests, and these beliefs are 
not confiued to people in that rank of 
life. During the troubles on the Yangtze 
last year, it was ascertained from tele- 
grams that they exchanged, that officials 
of some rank honestly believed these 





stories. Mr. Smith concludes his chapter 
on “Mutual Suspicion” with a para- 
graph which is worth reproducing, 
because it was. written a long time 
before the events of last year; “In- 
finite credulity and mutual suspicion 
are the elements of the soil in 
which these fearful rumours thrive, 
and on which they fatten. When they 
have to do with foreigners, long and 
painful. experience has shown that they 
must not be despised, but must be taken 
in the early stages of their development. 
None of them could do serious harm if 


;| the local officials were only sincerely 


interested to stamp them out. In their 
ultimate outcome, when they have been 
suffered to grow unchecked, these 
rumours result in such atrocities as the 
‘Nentsin massacre. All parts of China 
are well adapted to their rapid develop- 
ment, and there is scarcely a province 
where they have not in some form occur- 
red. For the complete removal of these 
outbreaks the time elementisas necessary 
as forthe results of geologic epochs. 
‘The best way to prevent their occurrence 
is to convince the Chinese by irrefrag- 
able object lessons, that foreigners are 
the sincere well-wishers of the Chinese. 
‘This simple proposition once firmly 
established, then for the first time: will 
it be true that ‘within the four seas, 
all are brethren.’” ‘I'here are some, and 
there are many consular officials among 
them, who would prevent these outrages 
by having the missionaries altogether 
withdrawn from the interior of the 
country: we prefer the cure suggested 
by Mr. Smith: it is better for the 
missionaries to remain and show by 
their lives and conduct that they are 
honestly and sincerely well-wishers of 
the Chinese, than to allow the Chinese 
to believe by their withdrawal that the 
charges brought against them had some 
foundation, Aud as the movement 
among the better class is anti-foreign 
and not merely anti-missionary, when 
the missionaries were got rid of, attempts 
would certainly be made to send the 
other foreigners after them. 

In Mr. John Ross’ interesting letter 
from Moukden in another column there 
is another instance of Chinese credulity 
and suspicion, that might easily have 
led to an outrage on foreigners but for 
the simple firmness of a pocr pencil- 
seller. In a country where domestic 
slavery still exists, children have a com- 
mercial value, azd kidnapping is a 
common crime, The kidnappers find 
jt advantageous to divert suspicion 
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from themselves- by asserting that 
foreign missionaries. require children 
for vile purposes, and the belief 
thus fostered has often caused anti- 
missionary outbreaks. At Moukden a 
poor pencil-seller came to the rescue of 
a child who had bought and eaten some 
cakes for which he had no money to 
pay, aud he was pounced upon by a 
soldier as an intending kidnapper. It 
will be remembered that the charge of 
kidnapping led to the grievous ussanlt 
on Dr. Greig, and when the pencil-seller 
was brought before the magistrate, the 
latter tried to make the acensed confess 
that he was employed by Mr. Ross to 
kidnap children, Had his courage 
tailed, there would have undoubtedly 
been ‘an attack made on the foreign 
missionaries at Moukden, for we are 
told that every mandarin in the 
city, from Yilu, the Governor-General, 
down, believed more or less in the 
kidnapping stories. Fortunately, the 
pencil-seller was firm, and he was 
strennously supported by his colleagues 
inthe trade, and the man was set free ; 
not, however, on his own merits, but in 
deference to the number of his defenders. 
‘How strong must this credulity be, when 
it could affect Mr. John Ross, who has 
been working in Manchuria for nearly 
twenty years, aud who is as well known 
and generally appreciated by the Chinese 
as auy missionary in the empire. It took, 
we are told, all the arguments and pre- 
stige of the great Viceroy Li, to dispel 
from the minds of the high mandarius of 
Moukden the belief in these malicious 
stories ; though, naturally, “large num- 
bers of people have since then depre- 
cated the crass folly of those who could 
believe such mad tales—probably they 
themselves being among the believers.” 
his credulity aud suspicion the mis- 
sionaries are gradually combating, let- 
ting ina purer light among the people ; 
and meanwhile. it will be seen with 
great satisfaction that H.E. Li Hung- 
chang was just enough to foreigners to 
bestir himself persoually to bring the 
Governor-General of Shingking, as Mr. 
Ross puts it, to think aright on this 
question,

Chicago, of 
course, does" uot pretend to compare | 
with London in size, but London counts 
jts age by. centuries, while Chicago has 
all been created within the past sixty 
years. It was the early French ex- 
plorers who first built a little fort which | 
they called “ Chicagou” on the shore of 
Lake Michigan, and later the American 
government built a fort there, and | 
called it Fort Dearborn. In the war of | 
1812 the Indians, who were allies of 
the British, captured the fort and slew 
the retreating garrison. When the war! 
was over, the fort was re-established 
and a small village grew up round it, 
which was organised as a town in 1833 
with 175 houses and 550 inhabitants. 
‘The rates in the first year amounted in 
all to $49. In 1838 a pulaver was 
held at Chicago with the Indians, who 
sold twenty million acres of land round 
Lake Michigan to the United States 
for £220,000. In 1837 Chicago had 
a population of 4,170, and became a 
city, rapidly increasing’ in size aud im- 
portance, until the population in 1890 
was over a million, The greatfire of 1871, 
which destroyed property valued at 
£40,000,000, is fresh in our memory. 
‘Whe recovery from it was marvellous, 
aud the city has now over 2,200 miles 
of streets and 50 of boulevards, while | 
the city government this year will cost 
£3,200,000, the population being at 
Jeast 1,250,000. 

But one of the great features of 
Chicago are its twenty parks, covering 
nearly 2,000 acres, of which over half are 
taken up by Washington Park, Jackson 
Park andthe broad Midway Plaisance, 
connecting them. ‘This is the site of the 
great World’s Fair, 1,037 acres in all, 
the chief buildings being in Jackson 
Park. ‘The “World's Columbian Ex- 
position,” the peg on which it is hung 
being Christopher Columbus’ discovery 
of America in 1492, is in charge of a 
Commission created by Congress. Itis 
composed of 106 leading men of the 
States, eight nominated by President 
.Harrison and two nominated by the 
Governors of each of the States and 
‘Territories. ‘There isalso a “ National 
Board of Lady Managers,” who are 
working hard to ensure a complete 
display..of women’s work. The active 
management of the exposition is in the 
hands of a local corporation, whose 
directors are forty-five of the leading 
men of Chicago. Mr. W. T. Baker is 
the president of this body, and Mr. B. 
Butterworth the secretary, while Mr. 
George R. Davis is the director-general 
of the Fair. The exhibition is to be 
dedicated by President Harrison on the 
12th of next October, and it is to be 
-opened to the public on the Ist of May,

‘I'he Horticultural Hall, 
1,000 by 230 feet, is to be on the 
largest lagoon, with a terrace along 
the water, and a boat landing in the 
centre. ‘The ceutre pavilion is to have 
a crystal dome 187 feet in diameter, 
and 118 feet high, under which will be 
the palm house. ‘I'he Electrical Building 
is to be 700 by 345 feet, and 60 feet 
high ; the Fisheries Building is to be 
363 by 163 feet, though with its 
arcades, etcetera, it will have an ex- 
treme length of 1,100 feet, and in 
its aquaria there will be the largest 
display of live fish ever seen. ‘I'he 
Mines and Mining Building, 700 by 
350 feet, is to have a roof of glass 100 
feet above the floor; but the largest 
building of all is to be that devoted to 
Manufactures, which is to be 1,088 by 
788 feet. With its interior courts, whic! 
will be roofed over, it will cover about 
forty acres. ‘These, with the Fine Art 
Gallery, are only the main buildings; 
and there are to be hundreds of others, 
large and small, Into Lake Michi- 
gan, along which the main buildings 
extend, a projecting pier and breakwater 
have been built, above the landing pier, 
behind which the United States will 
make a naval exhibit. A coast defence 
battleship is being built on a stone 
foundation, so as to observe the treaty 
with England, and a naval. training 
ship is to be brought there with a full 
complement of boys. ‘The model of the 
Victory from Chelsea is expected, and 
there will also be a facsimile, which is 
niow being built in Spain, of the little 
caravel Santa Maria which carried 
Columbus to America. Finally, adds 
the Times correspondent, “three re- 
sponsible citizens of Chicago propose 
to erect a tower 1,200 feet high, at a

NAVAL COURT'S OF ENQUIRY. 
13th Jan, 

‘Tose of our readers who have followed 
the evidence given at the Naval Court 
of Engniry into the loss of the Yunnan 
near Swatow will certainly not consider 
that the Captain and chief officer of 
that vessel were too heavily punished | 
by having their certificates suspended 
for six months. But it cannot but 
strike all who take an interest in such 
matters how curiously unequal Naval 
Courts are in their sentences. In the 
case of the loss of the Nepaul off Ply- 
mouth, the commander, Capt. Brady, 
was uavigating his ship into Plymouth 
with his usual extreme caution. It 
was thick weather and he had been 








unsuccessful in finding a pilot. He 
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went on from one fishing boat to 
another in the hope of coming across a 
pilot boat. At last he came to one 
which burnt a-flare, the pilot signal ; 
unfortunately, she was herself on shore, 
and her signal only served to put the 
Nepaul on the rocks, For this mis- 
chance Capt. Brady's certificate was 
suspéndéd for six months, aud a man 
whose “character for trustworthiness, 
care, and experience in “wavigation,” in 
the words of the P. & O. Company's 
nautical ‘inspector, “was the highest 
that..a man could bear,” was perma- 
nently removed from a profession which 
he had followed till that moment with 
conspicuous success. In the case of the 
Yunnan, she, a fine new steamer, and 
another fine steamer, the Tongshan,which 
was wreckéd through going to the Yun- 
nan’s assistance, were lost through sheer 


carelessness and neglect, but the chief |i 


ofticer, to whom the losses were due, 
only receives the same punishment as 
Captain Brady, the suspension of his 
certificate for six months. It seems to 
be a rule with Naval Courts to value 
the loss of a ship at six months’ sus- 

uusion, however the loss was caused. 
The Takachiho Maru was lost simply 
owing to the chief officer not having 
prevetly called the captain and made 
him acquainted with the state of the 
weather, and Captain Walker's cert 
ficaté was suspended for six months; 
the Jehang was lost through the Cap- 
tain’s steering a wrong course, and 
though the Court could not find any 
extenuating circumstances, the Captain's 
certificate was suspended for six months; 
and now the same seutence is passed 
on the captain and chief officer of the 
Yunnan. It would seem as if there 
were a cut-and-dry formula for Naval 
Courts,and indeed cut-and-dry formulas 
save'a great deal of trouble: Loss of 
ship from whatever cause—Six months’ 
suspension of certificate. If this punish- 
ment is just in a case like that of the 
Nepautl, it is manifestly insufficient in 
a case like that of the Yunnan, and 
vice versd. 

This offers us a good opportunity to 
draw attention to the following letter 
from a well-known ship-master, which 
we received unfortunately too long after 
the loss of the Takachiho Maru to insert 
at the time, but which has its interest 
now revived by the circumstances 
attending the loss of the Yunnan:-— 

Sin,—As a ship-master, I beg to offer 
you my sincere thanks for the manly way 
you stand up for ir ship-master, who 
Unfortunately is in distress, not only from 
the loss of his ship, but from the fact that 
his certificate is suspended for six months, 
and practically he is unable to earn his daily 
bread. Yet this man has for seventeen years 
commanded successfully, and now although 
the fault was not his, finds his career cut 
short, for judging from his past service and 
careful handling of his ship during 17 years, 
had he been called thoroughly, and made 
acquainted with the state of the weather 
there can be no doubt he would have in- 
stantly come on deck, and issued the 
necessary orders that would have kept his 
ship clear of the rocks or danger on which 
she was lost. 

It is precisely the case over again of the 
British India ship Dacca, lost. on the 























“‘Deedalus” Reef, Red Sea, in broad day- 
light (6 a.m.) with the light-house fall in 
sight.. The chief officer in charge of the 
bridge allows the ship to go on the reef, 
and becomes a total wreck, and 
at the Court of Enquiry endeavours to 
throw all responsibility «ff himself, and 
on to his commander's ‘shoulders by saying 
“He had called the Captain.”

CHINA TEAS IN 

THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 

Lith Jan. 

“Tr you want to have,” says the pro- 
nouncement of Sir Andrew Clark which 
has lately lifted up the hearts of de- 
spondent chaaszees, “ tea which will not 
injure and which will refresh, get black 
China tea, putting in the right measure 
—the old-fashioned teaspoonful for each 
person and one for the blessed pot. 
‘Then pour on briskly boiliag water, and 
within five minutes you must pour it 
off again, or it will become wicked in- 
stead of good.” ‘Thus summing up the 
experience of two centuries and his own, 
as to the virtues of thea Bohea, Sir 
Andrew bade his hearers beware of the 
interloping, nerve-destroying Indian 
plant—advice which, if they are wise, 
should. cheer but not inebriate our tea- 
men of Foochow. While we wait to 
mark the effect of his most excellent 
brave words on Mincing Lane, it is 
amusing if not instructive to turn back 











to the beginning of those two centuries, 
and see in what light tea was regarded’ 
by the primeval teamen, its first intro- 
ducers to the West, Many of their 
judgments have been collected for us 
by their contemporary Nieuhof, whom 
Osilby’ a few years later travslated by 
foli This is the resulé of the obsér-. 
vations and experiments of oue Athana- 
sius Kircher :— 

«There is a plant called cha, which not 
| being able to contain itself within thé 
boundaries of China hath insinuated 
itself into Europe. ‘The leaf being'boil- 
ed and infused in water the Chineses 
drink very hot as often as they please. 
It is of a diuretick faculty, much forti- 
fies the stomach, exhilarates the spirits, 
and wonderfully openeth all thé nephre- 
tick passages or reins. It freeth the 
head by suppressing of fuliginons vapors, 
so that it is a most excellent drink for 
studious and sedentary persons, to 
quicken them in their operations, Al- 
beit at the first it seemeth insipid and 
bitter yet custom makes it pleasant, 
and though the Turkish Coffee is said 
to produce the like effect, and the 
Mexican Chocolate be another excellent 
drink, yet ‘l'ea, if the best, very much 
excelleth them, because Chocolate in hot 
seasons inflameth the blood more than 
ordinary, and Coffee agitateth choler ; 
but this liquor in all seasons hath one 
aud the same effect.” . 

The members of the Dutch Embassy 








| of 1655-6 bore very similar testimony. 


“Such,” they noted in their, diary, 
“ especially find the benefit thereof who 
have overcharged their Stomachs with 
eating, or discomposed their brains with 
too much strong Drink : for it is.a very 
great drier of gross Humours,and dispels 
Vapors, occasioning sleep. It strengthens 
the Memory, but increases Gall if drunk 
in too great a quantity. In brief, they 
extol the Vertues of this Drink iifinitely, 
and attribute their not having the 
Stone or Gout to this (as they term it) 
Most noble Drink ; which we may be- 
lieve the rather, because in all our 
Joumey forward and backward we net 
with none that were afflicted with these 
distempers.” 

A later writer, commenting on tea 
after its introduction into Europe, is 
equally enthusiastic: “'To drink it after 
meals takes away all indigestion and 
rawness of the stomach, and causes 
digestion, makes thosethat/aré inebriated 
sober and restores them fresh power 
and senses, removes giddiness and pains 
of the head occasioned by excess of 
drink, and they that are called upon 
to vigilancy, by drinking the same expel 
their drowsiness and become very 
vigorous and fit for business. It pro- 
longs life also, fortifies the sight, aud is 
commended by the famous physician 
Nicholaus Tulp for the wholesomest 
plant that grows.” ‘They did not then 
believe in ‘the “slow poison” theory. 
But there was (Sir Andrew Clark might 
answer) no Indian tea in those days. 

‘An impression which even the twenty: 
years-in-the-country speak-the-language 
men imbibe is rudely dispelled by thes

early records, the impression, to wit, 
that the Chinese do not take, and never 
have taken, milk or sugar with their 
tea. The Dutch Ambassadors went to 
call on “the Third Governor” of Nan- 
king, ot rather he sent for them. His 
wife, by the way, was with him—“a 
bold virago,” the Dutchmeu call her. 
“The room was presently filled with 
Tartar gentlewomen, who belonged to 
aud waited on this lady, and brought a 
great silver kettle full of Zea, mingled 
with milk and salt, placing it in the 
middle of the chamber, and serving 
it with wooden ladles to all the com- 
pany.” 

that these Manchu dames were but 
following the Mongol fashion of bri 
tea and butter; and other writers in 
Ogilby’s collection plainly declare that 
“gome Chineses prepare it with milk, 
and a little salt mingled with water,” 
though, to be sure, they add “this is 
not so well approved” as the orthodox 
method. ‘That method is not quite 
Sir Andrew Clark’s, but approximates 
to it. The Japanners, it would seem, 
“beat the Leaves toa Powder aud mingle 
it with boiling Water in a Cup, which 
they afterwards drink off. But the 
Chineses put the Leaves whole into a 
Pot of boiling Water, which having lain 
in steep for some time, they sip off hot 
without swallowing down any of the 
Leaves, but only the Quintessence thereof 
extracted.” 

“Lord Tulp” it appears is responsible 
for the statement that “the Chineses 
boyl the Leaves with a little Salt and 
Sugar to take away the Bitterness,” but 
he also admits that they “put a Handful 
of The leaves in a pint-pot, then pour it 
full of scalding water, and about two or 
three minutes after drink the same very 
hot.” Modern Chinese by ‘the way do 
not always conform to this last most 
salutary, and if we may so speak Clarkly 
system, but often brew their ‘pint-pot’ 
of tea in the morning, and leave it to 
stew through the day, taking toll of it 
every half hour or so. ‘They declare 
that ‘the practice is harmless, because 
they do not, like the wasteful foreigner, 
crowd in the tea-leaves. One spoonful 
suffices for the family, heads are not 
counted, and there are no tender lean- 
ings towards “the blessed pot.” 





THE CRISIS IN JAPAN. 
15th Jan. 
THE palpi crisis in Japan has arisen 
out of the insufficiency of the Constitu- 
tion promulgated on the 11th of Febru- 
ary, 1889. “Up to that date Japan was 
an autocracy, but the Emperor then de- 
clared that in consideration of the pro- 
gressive tendency of the course of human 
affairs and in parallel with the advance 
in civilisation the time had come to 
give his subjects a wider range of action 
in giving him their support. “We 
doubt not,” he said, “ that our subjects 
will be guided by our views, aud. will 
sympathise with: all our endeavours, and 
that, harmoniously co-operating toge~ 
ther, they will share with us our hope 





Of course it will be objected | 


of making manifest the glory of our 
country, both at home and abroad, and 
of securing forever the stability of the 
work bequeathed to us by our Imperial 
aucestors.” But the Emperor did not 
propose to divest himself of the govern- 
ment while granting representative in- 
stitutions. He added :—*'The rights 
of sovereignty of the State we have in- 
herited from our ancestors, and we shall 
bequeath them to our descendants. Nei- 
ther we nor they shall in future fail to 
wield them, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitution hereby 
granted.” Iv accordance with these 
ideas the Constitution of Japan is mo- 
{delled on the Prussian, and not on the 
jEnglish plan. In theory in Eugland, 
and in practice in Prussia, the Ministers 
of the Crown are appointed by, and 
responsible to the Crown, and this is 
what is contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion of Japan. In Eugland the Miuis- 
ters are practically designated by, and 
responsible to, the House of Commons. 
In the event of an acute difference 
between the Honse of Commous and 
the Crown in England, the former 
has the last source of refusing to 
pass the Budget and of so stopping 
the supplies ; but the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Japan is not entrusted 
with this weapon. “When the Imperial 
Diet has not voted on the Budget, or 
when the Budget has not been brought 
into actual existence, the government 
shall carry out the Budget of the pre- 
ceding year.” 

The idea of those who framed the 
Constitution of Japan seems to have 
been that the Diet should, as we have 
said before, be something like the Le- 

islative Council in a Crown Colony. 
fe should discuss the Budget, propose 
new laws aud discuss those proposed by 
the government, but the final power 
was still to reside in the Emperor and 
his government. It was supposed that 
feces the goverumeut would always 

ave a majority, whereas with a con- 
stitution like the English, it is the 
majority that has its government. ‘The 
Diet that has just been dissolved wanted 
to carry things on on the English sys- 
tem. ‘They opposed the Budget almost 
en bloc, they opposed the measures 
introduced by the government, they 
wanted, in fact, as the House of Com- 
mons at Westminster would do, to turn 
out the government, and force the 
Emperor to choose new Ministers from 
their side of the House; in fact, to 
introduce party government, which is 
the necessary completion of representa- 
tive institution. The Ministers of the 
Crown, however, the Japan Mail tells 
us, are “pledged in the interests of the 
country to resist the immediate intro- 
duction of government by party,” but 
they “cannot govern smoothly if they 
find themselves perpetually confronted 
by a hostile majority in the House of 
Representatives.” Failing the resigna- 
tion of the Ministers, who are, however, 
by the Constitution only responsible to 
the Emperor, the only course open was 
to dissolve the House of Represeuta- 





tives, and hope that the country at'the 
coming election will return a govern 
ment majority. If the Japan Mail is 
to be relied one, this is very improb- 
able. The government is so uipopu- 
lar in the country, that thé Opposition 
regards “the suffix yo-yd, or govern- 
mental, as quite sufficient in itself to 
impart a discreditable meaning to the 
word it qualifies.” Meanwhile the Mail 
complains that the government is not 
bestirring itself to get a majority of 
government candidates returned. Every- 
thing should be on their side. ‘They 
have shown their capacity to rule; “as 
Viscount Kabayama justly said, whe- 
ther they be called Sat-cho officials or 
by any other uame, it is beyond ques- 
tion that they have steered the country 
safely and peacefully through crises of 
unexampled gravity.” Unless they are 
prepared, and they profess not to be 
prepared, to see party government estab- 
lished, they wast organise parliamentary 
support, aud they could find plenty of 
Home Ministers in Europe or politiciaus 
in the United States, to show them how 
government majorities are secured at 
popular elections. If they do not take 
the trouble to do this, they must be 
prepared to resigu their offices when 
the Diet meets again, and let it “be 
proved whether the untested agitators 
grouped under the banners of the Kai- 
shinto aud the Jiyuto are more com- 
petent administrators or wiser states- 
men than the proved veterans whom 
they seek to displace.” Or the Emperor 
may follow the example of the King of 
Denmark, who has been governing for 
fifteen years or more without a Budget, 
because his Ministers are in a per- 
mauent minority. iu the Folkething, 
his personal popularity being strong 
enough to prevent a revolution. When 
the Constitution was granted, the 
admirers of Japan announced with one 
voice that the country was ripe tor 
representative institutions. It seems 
that the country was ripe enough to 
watit them even more completely than 
the framers of the Constitution desired, 
and the consequence is the struggle 
that is now agitating the country. The 
best thing for the country would be 
that the Ministers should make a’ good 
fight for it, accept their dismissal if 
they are in a minority in the new House, 
and allow the Opposition to try their 





hands in turn at governing. ‘The Eug- 
lish party system will not be found a 
bad one to follow.

NOTICES OF BOOKS, ETC. 


A very magnificent volume, a copy of 
which bas been received by Messrs. Kelly 
& Walsh, Ld., is The Great Earthquake in 
Japan, 1891, by Professor John Milne, 
PRS, and’ Profesor W, K. Burton 
C.E,, illustrated with 29 photograph taken 
by one of the xuthors, and by Mr. Miya- 
shita and Mr. Nakamurs, of -Nagoyn, 
reproduced by Mr. K. Ogawa. In tho 
introduction the authors treat briefly of the 
causes of earthquake, and they quote’ from 
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that--eyclopredia of Luman knowledge, 
Shakespeare 
“ Diseaséd nature oftentimes breaks forth 

In strange eruptions ; oft the teeming earth 
“Is with a kind of colic pinch’d and vex’d 

By the imprisoning of unruly wind 

Within her womb ; which, for enlargement 

striving, 

Shakes the cld beldam earth, and topples 

down 

Steeples and moss-grown towers.” 

They add: ‘The vapour to which we 
now look as being » possible cause of Earth- 
quakes is that of water. By capillary action, 
water suaks downward to heated ‘regions, 
and the resulting-steam we kuow to be the 
motive power of our yolexnoes. ‘The earth's 
crust not being sufticiently strong to with- 
stand the incrensing subterranean pressure, 
whole mountaius lave been dissipated as 
aust and boulders ; and although a great 
portion of the foree af the explosion has 
been spent in the crention of air waves, 
enrthquakes of considerable magnitude 
have been produced. Certainly the 
fact that many earthquakes occur in vol 
cinie countries and near the eceau, where 
we therefore lave both heat and moisture, 
supports such » view.” 

In summarising the effects vf thie great 
earthquake they say :— 

“The Nagoyn-Gifu plain is one of Japan's 

rent gardeuis, but it has been devasted. A 
Gisturbance eecurred in the Mino meu 
tains, and nt once an ares, greater than 
thut of the Empire of Japan, became a sen 
of waves, the movements being magnified 
on the surface of the soft alluvial plains, 
In Tokio, more than two hundred miles 
from the centre of the disaster, the ground 
ed in long easy undulations, pro- 
ducing in some persuns dizziness and 
nausen, the movement being not unlike 
what we miuht expect upon a raft rising 
and falling on wn Geen swell. Near to its 
origin the waves were short and rapid, cities 
were overturned, the ground was fissured, 
snnall mud volcanoes were created, and the 
strongest of engineering structures were 
ruined, About ten thousand people lost 
their lives, fifteen thousand were wounded, 
aud x humired thousand houses 'were level- 
led with the plain, whilst almost every 
building in the meizisvismal arew was shat- 
tered.” 

‘The photogeaphs, which are admirably 
taken aud reproduced, bear out. thi 
‘he pictures of the rains of buildi 
bridges and houses shattered and destroyed, 
are pitiful ; but more pitiful are the pic~ 
tures of the’ temporary hospitals, of the

‘The Feeelopnent 
of manufactures, moreover, must of necessity 
be a slow process, and, consequently, under 
the mogst rigid system of protection, there 
are certain imported commodities which can 
be only very slowly superseded, if at all, by 
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home prodicts. Avd further, the effect of | 
the high duties is to enbance the cost of 


production, and, therefore, to cripple the 
country which imposes them in any effort it 
may make to compete with us in foreign 
markets. Take Germany, for instance. Her 
manufacturers are so grievously hampered by 
the dearness of coal and iron, that whereas 
at one time it seemed as if they would wrest 
from us a considerable portion of our foreign 
trade, yet now, notwithstanding all their

advantages in other markets, and especially

Even after provoking treason among the Turk- 
ish generals, Russia proved unable tomanage 
rkey without the help of Roumania, In 
the meantime we have managed some score of 
military enterprises, often against enemies of 
not contemptible fighting qualities, always 
against greatly superior numbers and under 
ireumstances of great iaterial difticulty, 
with pretty uniform success. Where there 
has been ultimate failure, it has been the act 
of the politicans, and not of the soldiers. 
‘Where we can compare our own work with 
that done by foreigners in like conditions, as 
by the Germans in Africa or the ch, 
in Tunis and Tongking, we see no reason to 
fear the comparison, ‘St ‘course it does not 
follow that we should be equally good under 
new and more difficult circumstances. Still,

This is describe 
to us asone of the results of the decline of 
thetea trade, Many hundreds of men (our 
informant said thousinds), hitherto earning 

nest living from it, are now driven 
rom sheer unger to become burglars and 
highway robbers. 

Ve notice that the Provincial Judye has 
issued a proclamation prohibiting gambling 
in private houses, as it has come to his 
ears that it too often leads to quarrelling 
and. fighting, and grest risk of fire ia ite 
curred. The fipaos of the different districts 
















































are to report any infringement of this new 
law to the Min magistrate, who will punish 
the offenders. How is it that gambling 
goes on in the streets? There are two or 
three fan-tan tables going every day here, 
as may be seen in walling from Eu Foong 
hong to Tai Coo hong. 

An incendiary was arrested by the night 
patrolling soldiers on Wednesday last, 
the long’ street between the bridge 
city. It was in that locality where the silk 
piece goods shops, fur shops, and several 
native banks of good standing are situated. 
He had in his possession « big bundle which 
was found to contain straw saturated with 
keroseue oil, aud concealed on his person 
was a pair of daggers.

Highway thieves are plentiful at. pre- 
sent in all the roads from the settlement 
to the villages around, On Monday lat a 
respectable dealer carrying with him some 
$40 in Chinese bank notes, no doubt for 
new year festivities, was attacked by a gang 
‘of eight men. with’ painted faces, at the 
Ravine. A similar case took place not far 
from the Ice house. 

A rather serious powder explosion took 
place last week in the city at « government 
powder factory. The natives speak of it 
asan accident, but when we hear that it 
occurred through a man working on the 
grinder, scraping the stone with an iron 
chopper instead of with some copper_im- 
plement, we are disposed to attribute it to 
the ignorance or carelessness of the man 
in charge. As many as twenty men wero 
killed and as many more were badly burnt, 
Tn an adj room there were 1,000 Ibe, 
of powder packed in baskets ready to bo 
moved to the magazine, and how ‘this ¢s- 
caped is a mystery. Had this exploded 
the consequences would have been vory 
serious, ‘The authorities wore promptly 
on the spot aud it is said that through their 
energetic action a further explosion and.an 
extensive fire were prevented.

The latter was sumn- 
moned to the fu and bullied s 
rageously that lie weut out of his miud 
with rage and chagrin, and was off to the 
cupital to petition the Gevernor to 
his wrongs. While on the r sengers 
overtook him to say that the fu had sent w 
weiyuan to take over hi is 
the Linchang yamén, 
ineant degradation. ‘The unhappy man 
hastened back only to find that the seal 
had been taken from his wife, and his 
was in his yamén. ‘The maduian,

daughter 
Lin Peking. When 
the news of this tragic event reuched the 
Changté pén-f, he was seized with mortal 
fear, took gold leaf, and died. This is the 
man who in the Guzette of 26th September, 
makes such misty and misleading charges 
against the Linch magistrate, who, by 
his own account, “is thoroughly conversant 
with and extremely attentive to public 
business,” whereto agrees the magistrate’s 
common fame in his own district.

contest the seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in which tribunal, it is appa- 
rently day by day more clearly recognised, 
the struggle for supremacy must eventually 
be decided. Eventsare proving too much for 
the Cabinet, the members of which whilst 

srsistently denying the country’s fitness 
Ker the benefits and responsibilitise of party 
government, are nevertheless constrained 
in effect to help forward the very condition 
of aflnirs they at heart desire to ward 
off. ‘The dissolution of the Diet, unless of 
course the approaching elections should 
result as all supporters of the Government 
wish, viz, in the return of a majority 
distinctly favourable to the present Govern- 
ment, must of necessity, it seems to me, 
prove sooner or later a direct stepping: 
stone to the very order of things it is 
sought to avert. This, the opposition 
ties seem to perceive. It is very plain 
that all the tact and ingenuity of Count 
Ito, who passed through here » few days 
ago on his way to the capital, will be 
needed to steer the delicate craft through 
the rapids ahead. The Mail tritely re- 
marks in its leader of the 6th instant 
that “the ministers of the crown cannot 












“| govern smoothly if they find themselves 


perpetually confronted by a hostile ma- 
jority in the House of Representatives.” 
Most assuredly not, but then it does not 
necessarily follow that the continued exist- 
enceof a hostile majority in the Lower House 
is a national evil. On the contrary, it 
seems to me, the presence of such a body 
may very possibly prove a distinct national 
gain. And it may prove a gain notwith- 
standing the fact that a condition precedent 
to its undisturbed enjoyment may be found 
to beaseries of more or less bitter struggles 
and months of general disquietude. ‘the 
Mail confessedly is of those who, whilst 
lost in admiration of the past achievements 
of the Sat-Cho combination, are never hap- 
pier than when prostrate before the same 
shrine, doing homage to the semi-mirae- 
ulous ‘abilities of the ruling powers.

independent information, ‘The present 
government has practically held the reins 
of power since the inauguration of the 
Meiji Era, and with capable men in oppo- 
tion, men conversant with public affirs, 
is it’ surprising that a resolute effort 
should be made to wrest influence and 
control from a favoured body monopolising, 
in the name of the incontesteble excellencies 
and matchless administrative abilities of 
the men of Satsuma and Choshiu, all the 
Responsibilities and all the sweets of the 
highest posts the country has to offer? 
Doubtless it remains to be proved, as the 
Muil urges, ‘whether the untested agi- 
tators grouped under the banners of the 
Kaishinto and the Jiyuto are more com- 
petent administrators or wiser statesmen 
than the proved veterans whom they seek 
to displace.”

by night. No doubt a gunboat would be

A very singular 
reason was as-igned the other day for not 
recommending the advantage of « gunboat 
or other foreign protection, in that it 
would make missionaries up-country unsafe. 
Ifthat were so, why should not missionaries 
avoid the danger of yoing up-country? 
The notion was mooted also that to be on 
the defensive is likely to provoke attack. 
Lord Palmerston informed a consul at 
Canton (who had forbidden Englishmen to 
that the best way to prevent 
attacks by Asiatics was to show that one is 
rexdy to defend one’s self.

I do not know if « Chinaman ever gets 
angry at himself; but when he gets very 
angry nt somebody else, he manifests his 
anger by killing uct bis enemy but himself. 
It would be better not to kill wt all ; but if 
any one feels bound to kill somebody, by 
all mexns let him kill himself, During one 
yeut—1886—forty such cases came under 
my notice ‘These people were not more 
ived of life than others are, nor were they 
—like Gen, Boulanger—angry xt their 
try. ‘They had simply quatrelled with 
wife or husband or brother or sister or 
mother-in-law or sume other relative, and 
in » fit of passion sought to put au end to 
their own lives. A little while ago, a woman 
at Hungt*ung Hsien committed suicide be- 
cause hor mother-in-law had commenced to 
study Christian doctrines. 

A few days since, I was gratified to see 
a man coning out of a store with # foreign 
undervest in his hand. He had just par- 
chased it, I subsequently found that 
men’s undervests could be purchased at 
several of the city stores at prices 
from 500 tu about 1,000 full cash. 
Chinese here ure disposed to take to gar- 
ments of this kind, 

‘The other day a proprietor of one of the 
ieutain stores tock mo over his establish: 
His wares consisted chiefly of lamps

I could not understand it. I concluded 
from his appearance that he was uot after 
money or position, At Just the secret came 





out, Oue day he told mein great confidence 
he understood thas foreiguers had the art 
of prolonging life so that one could live to 
be athousaud years old, When I informed 
him that even foreigners had to shufile off 
this mortal coil, whether they would or 
not, my would-be friend disappeared and 
has never showed up since. 

It is to be wondered at that the 
Chinese in this province place great confid- 
cuice in the skill of foreign ductors, because 
the doctcrs who have practiced in Shansi 
hitherto have been menof first-classstanding 
in their protession, Their labours have done 
much to make the population feel and act 
idly towards foreigners generally. Some 
of the natives take advantage of this feeling 
to make mney out of their fellow-country- 
men. A case receutly came under my 
notice of two men who are working on this 
Tine, Having obtained some foreign bottles 
they forthwith started a medicine-shop. 
One of the men informs the public on 
Dill athat he has spent several years etudy- 

















ing medicine in England and hence is 
acquainted with all the medical mysteries 
known to foreigners. I am informed on 
reliable authority that these men made 
fifty taels in une week, though five out of 
seven patients that they attended died. 

In a former note, I said that the people 
of Shansi are not given to throwing brick- 
bats. I am now able to modify that 
statement. ‘The other evening some men 
demanded admittance to my compound, 
and on being refused, they immediately 
treated the court to a shower of brickbats, 
After the crowd had dispersed, a few 
stragglers kept. up the exercise fur about a 
half-hour. A few evenings later, the con- 
tents of a water-closet were dumped under 
the front gate, the gate being well painted 
with the same, I have been told that 
some of the rich men of the place prompted 
these acts. 

‘The air just now is full of wild rumours, 
First it was reported among the natives 
tat the province of Kuangsi was in 
rebellion; then it was stated that there 
was » rebellion in Honan; and now it ie 
rumoured that there has been a massacre 
of Christiaus in Mauchuria and that the 
people there are in rebellion ust the 
government. It is difficult to predict 
what effect these rumours will have upon 
the people about us. We are somewhat in 
the condition of many persons at home, 
when the time came a few years ago for the 
fulfilment of Mother Shipton's prophecy 
about the end of the world; or those who, 
& few years later, became troubled over 
Wiggins’ nonsense. We scarcely look for 

outburst of trouble here, but we do not 
kuow whether it will come or not. I have 
not seen any copies of thet terrible book, 
“Death Blow to the Devil's Doctrine,” 
but x friendly teacher tells me that there 
are men in the province who have been 
sent here by the secret societies «pecially 
to stir up a feeling against foreigners,

“‘pETITION OF THE UNDERSIGNED 


“Merchants trading at I-fuo to Their 
Excellencies the Fantai, the Taotai, and 
the Prefect humbly shows : 
With regard to the issue of likin per- 
mits on various exports, the undersigned 
state that they are quite willing to pay 
likin as hitherto. 

“The different firms established in the 
city of I-foo are Chinese, and would never 
dare to assume a foreign status for coverin 
themselves, and sa seek to evade the pay- 
ment of likin, We (the undersigned) 
therefore beg to protest against the esta- 
bilahment of likin burriere in the country, 
seeing that setting these up must be highly 
inconvenient to trade. We therefore peti- 
tion that at the opening of the incoming 
season the issue of likin transit passes for 
the conveyance of sugar into the city of 
T-foo for export, may continue as formerly.

MUKAT, WORKS IN TURKESTAN. 

‘The officers entrusted with the superin- 
tendence of the erection of a wall round 
the city of Tnguchuk have made the fol- 
lowing report to Ng Exh-ching ; ‘It is 
now some three years since we commenced 
tolay the foundation of the T‘acheng wall, but 
we would plead in extenuation of this delay 
the early season at which the cold weather 
sets in in these frontier regions, necessita- 
ting a complete stoppage of work for about 
half the year. In the middle of the 10th 
moon of last year the body of the wall was 
completed aud we have now on the 26th of 
September to report the tinal accomplish- 
ment of the whole. ‘The total cost’ is 
Tis. 198,300. i 
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On receipt of this report memorialist 
deputed an officer to survey the wall, and 
according to a statement made by the latter 
its dimensions are as follows :—circum- 
ference tive li; height twenty-two feet; 
breadth at base thirty-one feet; breadth 
at summit twenty-two fect. There are 
six towers on the wall, not including the 
four corner towers, one large platform for 
mounting guns and six smaller ones. The 
work throughout is of the most substantial 
nature, and the best materials only have 
been employed. Memorialist would point 
out that the cost of everything in such an 
outlying region as Tarbagatai is double of 
what it would be elsewhere and that great 
difficulty was experienced in getting to- 
gether the necessary material. Taking 
these various circumstances iuto considera- 
tion memorialist is of opinion that those 
concerned should receive some reward for 
the very excellent services they have ren- 
dered and he would request permission 
to recommend the more deserving for pro- 
motion. —Reguest granted,

POVERTY OF THE URGA EXCHEQUER, 

‘The Imperial Agent at Urga finds him- 
self compelled to make an appeal for funds 
to enable him to pay expenses. The terri- 
tory under his jurisdiction is of wide 
extent, and bardering as it does on the 
Russian frontier, political questions are 
for ever cropping up. ‘The total revenue 
‘of the agency is ‘Tis, 1,800 per annum, 
being made up of the ground-rent and 
the interest from sums on deposit. 
This small amount, which is all that is 
available, barely sufices to pay the wages 
of the staff, and for other expenses such as 
rewards to the police and the entertain- 
ment of Russian officials at Kiachta it 
has hitherto been customary to raise loans 
from the merchants, which were repaid out 
of the fines levied on those who failed 
within a given time to effect arrests which 
they were ordered to make, In this man- 
ner it was possible to work along after a 
fashion, but of late memorialist has had to 
impress on the tribal chieftains the neces- 
sity of putting down brigandage with a 
firm hand and discontinuing the habit they 
had of contenting themselves with paying 
a fine when they could not effect the arrest 
of the outlaws. 

‘Phe result is that much better order pre- 
vails throughout the country, buttheincome 
from fines has dwindled down to nothing 
and it has become impossible to apply to 
the merchants for fresh loans. The cost 
of living in Kirin is very much higher 
than it is elsewhere, and those who have 
to support families find it extremely hard 
to make both ends mect. Memorialist is 
therefore veryreluctantly compelled tomake 
application for an annual grant towards 
Aetraying expenses in his district, and 
would pray that the Board be instructed 
to set apart a sum of Tis. 2,000 for the use 
of the Urga agency.— Referred to the Board 
of Revenue for consideration.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 

Yeh Chi-ch’ao has presented us with a 
memorial reporting a victory he has obtained 
over the rebels in the Yiishulin district. 
‘When the disturbances first broke out, 
Yeh received instructions to take immediate 
steps torestore order, and inconformity with 
these instructions detached a body of troops 
under Colonel Pan Wan-ts’ai to conduct 
operations at Wuhuand Maliang. Steadily 
pressing in on the insurgents he came on 
them in force at Yishulin on the 30th cf 
November. .The'rebels, of whom. there 
























were about two thousand, made most obsti 
nate resistance, contesting every street in 
the town and fighting with yreat deter- 
mination for about four hours. At length, 
however, being hemmed in on all sides, 
they had to give way and were all put 
to the sword. A great number of hor- 
ses and stores fell into the hands of 
the Imperial troops. ‘The rebels in the 
neighbouring villages, when they heard that 
their friends were being attacked, came to 
their aid but were beaten off with the loss 
of over a hundred of tneir number. Several 
of their leaders in yellow garments were 
killed, likewise one of the pseudo-princes 
Chi Yaoshih and four other conspicuous 
chiefs. From Yiishulin P‘an made his 
way to Hsich‘iaot‘ou clearing the country 
ashe went along. ‘To the east of Chien- 
ch‘ang a rebel Teader Liu-Huai had taken 
up his head quarters and was plundering 
and ravaging the country round about. 
General Nich Shih-ch‘eng on the 3rd inst, 

roceeded against hin and utterly defeated: 

im, capturing guns, horses, standards 
and’ drums. ‘The latter officer is now 
moving into the Heishui district, having 
completely cleared the country round 
Chiench‘ang, the roads and means of com- 
munication being all free. 

‘These reports give us great satisfaction 
and we would impress on Yeh and his 
subordinates the necessity of going on as 
they have beguu and of ridding the country 
entirely of every vestige of rebellion.

nat the Masonic Hall, Wor, Bro, 
E. Bois presided, and there was a small 
attendance. 

The Chairman said they would observe 
that the income from all sources amounted 
to Tis. 761.93, the amount on tixed deposit 
had been increased to Tis. 3,000 and the 
number of members from 34 tu 52, Tt was 
very satisfactory to see the progress the 
Fond had made, and he trusted it would 
continue to make progress in the future. 
For the preseut favourable position they 
had largely to thauk Wor. Bro. Gratton, 
who had so ably and energetically carried 
out the duties of Hon. Treasurer. ‘There 
seemed tu be an impression among Mai 
that the amount expended on relief w 
small that the Fund fulfilled no useful 
purpo-e. ‘This was, however, not the ense, 
‘The Fund had already relieved Masunic 
bodies and private vrethren of many claims 
which would otherwise come befure them, 
and he trusted that before very long all 
the Masonic charity of Shanghai ‘would be 
expended through the agency of this fund, 
Every case was carefully investigated by 
the Council wnd no trouble was spared 
to secure that the relief, while quite 
adequate, did not encroach more than 
was desirable on the fands, It was due to 
this fact that the sum expended hud been 
sosmnall. During the last few years Masonic 
bodies had been if anything ‘too generous, 
and amounts had been given by Masons 
which were quite wut of proportion to the 
necessities of the cas 

With regard to the resolution embodied 
in the report, the Chairman explained that 
it had been ‘framed by the Council in the 
hope that Masonic bodies having direct 
voice in the expenditure would thereby be 
induced to take more interest in the Fund 
and support it more extensively, Tt was 
also hoped to make the Couneil of « more 
permanent nature. It had been a great 
disxdvautage for the Council to be changed 
every year; for no sooner had » member 
of it become acquainted with the work 
thau he went out of office, ‘The Chairman 
then read the resolution, which was as 
follows :— 

‘The Council shall consists of two per- 
manent Trustees, one being the District 
Grand Muster for the time being and the 
other elected by the Members of the Fund, 
The Annual Trustees shall cousist of a 
representative from each of the Masonic 
Bodies holding regular meetings in Shang- 
hai, provided they have qualified as Patrons 
tothe Fund. Noamendment or alteration 
to be made in this rule unle 
Resolution passed at one of th 
Meetings and contirmed at a subsequent: 
Special Meeting to be held thereaft 
an interval of not less than three . 
‘The Representative of the Northern Lodge 
will continue to be President, und the 
‘Treasurer and Secretary will be appointed 
by the Council. 

Rt. Wor. Bro, J. I. Miller, in proposing 
the adoption of the report ‘and accounts 
and of the resolution just cead, suggested 
the addition, for the sake of clearness, of 
the words “of Northern China (English 
Consticution)” after the words "Grand 
Master.” He said that although during 
the past two or three years they hed been 
exempt from any large claims, there had 
been considerable amounts expended in 
the years before, aud it could not be hoped 
that the Fund could always be as fortunate 
as of late. They had to look out for a 
rainy day, and he hoped the brethren 
generally would not relax their efforts to 
build up a thoroughly good and sub- 
stantial fund which would be a source of 
usefulness to the Masonic fraternity here 
and a credit to them throughout the Maso- 
nic world. 

Wor. Bro. Fryer, in seconding the 
resolution, said the’ report was a very 
satisfactory one, whether they took into 
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consideration the increase in the funds orin 
the number of subscribers. The Fund was 
something of which the Masonic body in 
Shanghai might well feel proud, especially 
when it was considered how short » period 
had elapsed since it was reorganised. The 
resolution embodied ir the report 
seemed a wise une. The idea of having 
permanent trustees as well as those elected 
ually seemed to have been well con- 
ceived. 

‘The motion was carried, 

Wor. Bro. Gratton stated that as the 
Council had now ceased to exist, its term 
of office ending with the present meeting, 
he would shortly send a cireular letter to 
the various Masonic bodies, so as to have a 
meeting of the uew Council as early as 
possible. 

‘The meeting then terminated with the 
usual compliment to the chair.

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders of the China Shippers’ Mutual 
Steam Navigation Company (Limited) was

be named the China Mutual Steam Naviga- 
tion Company (Limited). Mr. David Rei 
presided. 

The Chairman, in moving the adop- 
tion of the resulutions, stated that he 
had not much to add to what had already 
been put before the shareholders in the 
ciroular sent out to them on 8h Octwber, 
and in the notice convening the meeting. 
He wished, however, the shareholders 
to understand that the directors, in bring- 
ing forward this scheme, had 10- 
tive whatever but that the position of 
the company should be improved. The 
carrying out of t ine would entail a 
certain outlay in registration fees, and 
certain legal expenses, It might be in- 
teresting for them to hear that the directors 
hnd received letters of approval and prox- 
ies amounting to 14,165 shares from 
‘eholder Of course, if there should 
ea substantial minority opposed to the 
scheme the directors would not go on with 
it. The object of the reconstruction was 
to modify te constitution of the company, 
and in particular to divide the capital 
into preferenco and ordinary shares, so 
that there might be issued to every member 
of the existing company one fully paid-up 
preference share of £10, and oue ordiuary 
share of £10, with £5 credited as paid up 
thereon, Whore less than £15 per share 
had been paid up, the amount eredit- 
ed as paid up on the ordinary share 
would be reduced proportionately. The 
nominal cost of the capital would be 
reduced in order to compiy with Stock 
‘Exchange rules and requirements, so as to 
obtain a quotation. ‘This reduction would 
not in any way contribute to the esruing 
power of the company, but it was well 

mown that in conversions of this character 
a substantial rise in the shares takes place. 
In conclusion, the Chairman hoped that 
the shareholders would see their way to 
pass the resolutions unanimously. 

Mr, J. A, Maitland seconded the resolu- 
tions which were unanimously carried with- 
out discussion.

A PLEA FOR LUNGS. 
Zo the Editor of the 

Nonra-Cutwa Datty News. 
Sm,—Apropos of your editorial of the 
12th instant, relating'to the city of Chicago, 
its Parks, and the World’s Fair, will you 
kindly allow me to make « suggestion that 
some months has been simmering in 

















the kettle of my mind? 

‘This, our city of Shangha tantly 
growing in extent, in pop and in 
importance as a commercial contre. Even 


now, it seems to merit well its distingushed 
title, “ Metropolis of the East.” Under the 
management of successive Municipal Coun- 
cils, composed asa rule of competent and 
public-p , elected and supported 

jinded body of ratepayers, the 
city has greatly enlarged its borders, the 
hitherto uncecupied portions of all’ the 
ccncessions that form these model settle- 
ments being gradually but effectually 
improved. In the matters of roads, light- 
ing, drainage, water supply, and general 
police and. sanitary arrangements, there 
seems now but little room for improvement. 
"The buildings recently erected and now 
in process of erection in various parts of 
the settlements, notably those in Hongkew 
built by the Shanghai Laud Investinent 
Company, give proof of a marked advance 
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in architectural taste and skill; while the 
addition of the Chinese PublicGarden within 
the past two years evinces a most laudable 
desire on the part of the community not to 
neglect the esthetic department of our com 
mon human nature. 

It is just at this point, however, that 
there seems to be somewhat lacking. Let 
me venture to recommend that in further 
extensions of our environments, in addi- 
tional preparation for posterity, one eye of 
the public be kept open for the beautiful 
and the salutary. ; 

My sugyestion—and may it be a practic: 
one—is this: that besides the two han 
some and very pleasant gardens already in 
existence, public squares, or parks, of small 
extent might be left or made av the inter- 
section of some of the roads. A system 
of such squares, properly enclosed and 
ornamented with trees, shrubbery, 
flowers, and, by all means, provided 
with drinking fountains for man and 
beast, as in many cities of Europe and 
America, would not only enhance the 
attractiveness of the city, but, what is 
perhaps of greater importance, add to the 
conifort and health of the citizens. 

Tt would be well to provide also, if the 
means were at hand, one or more parks, 
properly so-called, of more extensive area, 
which might be located somewhere in the 
suburbs of Shanghai, as in those of Chicago 
and many other growing cities of the 
western world, Lest this, however, be 
deemed « Utopian scheme and so the first 
suggestion be vitinted, I leave it for the 
present to rest in abeyance. 

But surely we can do something to 
counteract, inore and more, the tendency 
to huddle ‘that is shown so strongly and 
persistently by our friends, the Chinese, 

Let us have plenty of air, plenty of i 
plenty of water, plenty of shade ; and le 

eauly be altogether sucrifice! to utility.

‘HE AN'TI-FOREIGN AGITATION 
IN MANCHURIA.

General, whose residence is in Moukden, 
and whose bodyguard, whatever its worth, 
had as much aud as little to do with that 
case as the bodyguard of the King, say, of 
Siam. In each of the three provinces 
of Manchuria there is a Governor, always 
iu Chinese styled the ‘Tartar General. 
Probably the ‘ar.ar General, a military 
official, was considered to be the same 
fas the Governor-General, a civil one. 
If any bodyguard was implicated therefore 
it was that of the Tartar General of Kiriu.

foreign nrtist, buc by a Chinese youth, The 
result was so sloppy that the litheyeaphers 
(in January 1891) refused to issue, but 
they again definitely promised to promptly 
redraw, set up and lithograph the map in 
really artistic fashion. 
After § months the Lithographers calmly 
rmed the author that “having, now, 
no foreign artist we cannot carry out our 
promise.” 

By mistake 200 copies of the (but half 
corrected) Ist edition had been struck, s0, 
fante le mienx, the author had to take 
these, and finish the corrections by hand, 
The red and yellow parts of the litho- 
graph were so faint, the blick shading 80 
obscuring, and the connections between 
black and blue so faint, that 2 of each 
copy had to be inked or painted over again, 
Moteover additions grew apace. On the 
10 copies now being issued there are 10 
additional miles of riding lines, 7 miles 
more of paths, and about 50 further jumps, 
crossings, nanws, etc.

Chih-tung las been granted a button of 
the first rank, ‘The Viceregal yamén has 
been crowded with officals of Wuchang 
and Bankow ofering him congratulations, 

‘The dth of the first Chinese moon next 
year will be the 70th birthday of HE, 
Li Hung-chang. Congeatulatery and lauda- 
tory scrolls are being prepared by the 
various provincial officials to send tu 
‘Tientsin for the occasion. 

Another fire occurred in Hangehow on 
the night of the Ist instant, destroying 
several blucks before it could be subdued, 

The aborigines of Furnosa have nnde 
another raid from the mountains on the 
native villagers. An expectant magi 
was severely wounded, while a military 

cial was Killed outright, together with & 
few soldiers. Two detachments of troops 
have been despatched to the scene of the 
trouble.

On the 7th instant, the following Im. 
perial decree was issued :—Tingan and 
Yii Lu memorialised Us on the repeated 
victories gained by government troops over 
the rebels in Chaoyang, the utter extermi- 
nation of the large bodies of insurgents, 
and the close pursuit of und diligent: searcht 
for rebels scattered about the country. 
Since the govermuent soldiers of Fungtien 
defeated the rebels extrenehed in Huhtze- 
cheng, the surrounding districts are no 
longer infested with insurgents. General Tso 
Pau-kuei and ‘Tartar-Lieutenant- General 
Chu Sen-oh with their captains and soldiera 
took separate roads und marched into the 
heatt of the country where the enemy 
were strongly lodged, Between the Och 
and the 2ul of the 11th moon « vietory 
was achieved in Kaituimio, Sun Ting-yee 
and uther rebel leaders being killed, 
Another victory was gained xt. Maiyakow 
in the Ngohtupan country, During the 
fight the psuedo-generalissimo Wang Fung- 
teh fell, with many of h and the 
Jeader Tse Pro-san, alias Tse Lo-tau, was 
captured and decapitated, The rebels in the 
countries uf Ngohtupan and Sangota were 
singled out and almost all exterminated, Szv- 
kowize bein: the former hexdquartera of tle 
insurgent chieftains, General Ts Pao-kuei 

ly wdvanced to’ this stronghold and 
severe engagement ensued. The rebels 
fought with desperate fury, keeping our 
soldiers in check for a long time, Our 
troops at last made breaches nearly simul- 
taneously on all five sides of the walle 
surrounding the place, and took it by 
storm, Over 1,400 rebels were put to the 
sword, The headmen flod and gathered 
themselves together in a place called 
Erhezekiatze, which, however, was agait 
besieged by ‘Tso Pao-kuei, who followed 
closely. Then there was another enigage- 
meut ; several rebels were killed outright ; 
the psuedo-generalissimo Yi Wha-won, tho 
psuedo-commander Sun Fuh, of the advance 
guard; the military trainer, Sung-Min; 
the traitorous military adviser Chang Wei 
yi, and over three hundred prisoners were 
all taken. Six successive victories in all 
graced our banners, our troops capturing a 
great quantity of flags, rifles, cannon, 
powder, bullets. &., and provisions. The 
rebels are now nearly all scattered, but a few 
are huddled together in Wutancheng. ‘Tao 
Pao-kuei bos already started for that lant 
stronghold whiletheChibli provincial troops 
are making a flank march from the east, 
It will not be difficult to wipe away every 
vestige of rebellion. Let Tingan and Ya. Lu 
order their troops to follow up the fugitive 
insurgents in every direction and exter- 
minate them within a certain time, 80 a8 to 
leave not a single oue to cause trouble in 
future. In this expedition the soldiers 
from Fungtien, fighting bravety and 
achioving victories with the troops of Chih- 
li, are worthy of much commendation, 
‘Tingan and Yi Lu are to report to Us the 
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names of officials who have disting 
themselves xnd rendered merit 
services, so that we may bestow suitable 
rewards, Let the Board concerned take 
note of this, Respect this.” 

A Kolao leader, Cheng Chi-hui, has been 
captured in Soochow. He passed throngh 
Shanghai, was examined by the Magistrate, 
and was then sent to Nanking. 

"The two eity runners who arrested Chang 
Kin-lung were each rewarded with 500 taels 
and « button of the sixth rank, ‘They will 
give ® theatrical performance in the city 
temple to gratify the deity.

prospect for huge companies which ou 
hold on is, as far as cue can speculate on 
the uncertainties of things, excellent. 

The same remark applies to Borneo 
tobacco. Its prospects ure likely to be 
much brighter when it arrives on a bare 
market. It is now beginning to make a 
Ince for itself. In extent uf production it 
wa attained in four years whnt Sumatra 
did in eight, aud its larger crop for 1801, 
which will’ probably be near on 10,000 
bales (one estate alone has over 2,000 
bales), will go to make up the deficiency 
in Sumatra. ‘The Americans bave taken 
some of the lots of Borneo sold on the 
market this yer, and are reported to be 
well auited witht it, ‘That. all the Burneo 
Companies will have a tight ti 
junction with their rivals in Sumatra, is, 
however, quite certain. We can only 
Bont on this puint that those whi have the 

ncial strength to tide over present 
difficulties are likely to have no regrets in, 
aay, two years’ time,--London and China 
Express, 27th November.
